Among the trees about which such 
supers!ititiens have teen arisen are

large leaves which, by a strerch of 
the im agination such as 
primitive 
peoples are capable of. m ay be con- j 
sidered to resemble hum an hands, 
being divided into four, five or six 
fingers.

Adolph Edelmann, a Viennese special­ 
ist for internal diseases, whose re- 
search works in the field of cancer 
and blood diseases aroused interna­ 
tional interest. 
He wfas formerly the head physician

and 
was connected with other renowned 
institutions. 
Dr. Edelmann hopes to open the 
newr hospital within three or four 
months. 
He has already gathered 
around him a staff of 18 scientists 
and he expects to place 20 or 25 more 
specialists in his institute. 
Funds From America. 
The capital necessary for the fur­ 
ther development and sustenance of 
the hospital w'ill be raised by the 
American friends of the founder. 
This is not the first medical en­ 
dowment of Mr. Canning Childs. 
He 
has laid the foundation of two hos­ 
pitals. one in the States and one in 
England.

Steamboat Inspection 
Service On “Carpet”In 
Recent Ship Disaster 
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Representative Bloom Of New 
York Instigates Congres­ 
sional Probe 


Claims Lax Inspection Of Big 
Liners Endangers Lives 
And Property

WASHINGTON.

16. — The 
steam boat inspection service of the 
departm ent of commerce was called 
on the congressional carpet today and 
accused of “woeful neglect’’ in the 
Vestris disaster. 
Rep. Sol Bloom <D> of New York 
declared th a t reports indicate th at 
the Vestris never should have been 
perm itted to depart on her fateful 
voyage. 
He asserted th at he has in the past 
protested against lax inspection whicn 
has existed for 25 years. 
The head of the inspection service. 
D. N. Hoover, has directed inspectors 
to take testim ony of the survivors 
of the Vestris. 
Bloom pointed out th a t two years 
he waged a one-m an cam paign to 
improve inspection. 
“We should hold responsible the 
inspector who allowed th a t ship to go 
out.’’ said Bloom. 
Reports indicate 
th at the Vestris would not have pass­ 
ed inspection.” 
“I do not charge the steam boat in­ 
spection sendee with inefficiency; it 
seems to be neglect because absence 
of disaster lulls all to a false sense of 
security.” 
Previous Protests. 
Bloom said that he first protested 
alleged lax inspection two years ago 
when a New Yorker on the anniver­ 
sary of the General Slocum disaster 
asked him w hat steps had been taken 
to prevent a repetition of the sinking 
of the excursion boat, 
“I called for a report of cases of 
overloading, defective boilers and de­ 
fective lifeboats in the last 25 years.” 
said Bloom. “One captain was disci­ 
plined in th a t period in the port of 
New' York. 
This in itself indicates 
th at th e inspection service is not w hat 
it should be. 
“Congress has given the authority 
or it has been obtained by reciprocal 
agreem ents w ith other nations and 
the departm ent 
of commerce 
has 
been able to get all of the money it 
needs from congress. 
Responsibility 
m ust lie with th a t service.” 
Inquiry among senate leaders de­ 
veloped the fact th a t most of them 
feel congress has no authority to con­ 
duct a probe specifically into the h an ­ 
dling of a British ship. 
They feel 
th a t the investigation which U. 8. 
D istrict Attorney Tuttle is now con­ 
ducting in New York is sufficient lo 
take care of American interests. 
The U. 
S. 
steam boat 
inspection 
service, however, is another m atter. 
This service is wholly an agency of 
the American government and as such 
is properly a subject for congressional 1 
concern. The service has been under 
Are before, and while many members 
of congress 
are 
loath 
to 
directly 
tackle the conduct cf the Vestris h e r­ 
self. they feel that the situation may 
w arrant congress looking into it thru 
the indirect route of the inspection 
service. 
No definite steps can be taken u n ­ 
til congress meets on December 3. By 
th at tim e District Attorney T u ttles 
investigation in New York may dis­ 
close the need or the lack of ne?d 
for congress to act.

Monument To Honor 
Jesuit Missionary 


Commemorates Achievement Cf 
Father Sebastian Rale 200 
Years Ago 


OLDTOWN, 
Me . Nov. ' 16 
Com ­ 
m em orating 
the 
achievem ents 
of 
F a th er Sebastion Rale. Jesuit m is­ 
sionary am ong the Indian tribes of 
M aine 200 years ago. a simple yet 
impressive m onum ent has been erect­ 
ed on the reservation oi the Penob- 
scot tribe of th e Albanaki Indians 
here. 
The reservation is an island 
in the Penobscot river, opposite Old- 
town 
F ath er Rale entered the missionary 
field am ong the M aine Inuianr in 
1694 
and from ?hat time until his 
untim ely arid tragic d eath in 
1714, 
spent practically all his tim e there. 
He studied their languages and also 
compiled a dictionary 
of 
Ahanaki 
tongue. 
At Norrldgewock, he caused 
a chapel to be erected and established 
a settlem ent, where the work of ed u ­ 
cating the Indian trioe: was begun. 
An expedition from M assachusetts 
visited the colony in 1705 and burned 
h 
to the ground. 
The Indians at 
the time were away 
T he settlem ent was re-established 
auid grew until 1714, when on August 
93 of th a t year, an expedition und t 
C aptain Harm on irom M assachusetts 
again attacked it. 
F a th er Rale was 
sh o t as he attem pted to temporize 
with the attacking party so th at the 
w om en and children m ight have time 
to escape 
T he m onum ent stands on the lawn 
of the rectory of St. A nn’s C hurch 
v.here the Indians worship, 
it con­ 
sists of a cem ent base in the top of 
w hich is embedded the cross wnich 
for years m arked F a th er R ale’s grave 
at Norridgewock. 
This cross, a 
crude 
affair, 
was 
brought from Norridgewock to Indian 
Tsland 
by th e In dians alm ost two 
centuries ago when they abandoned 
the Kenebec River and came to the 
Penobscot.

New Streamline Trolley Car 
Endorsed By Railway Engineers

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 16.—'"The Nmv 
Birney 
car—the latest streetcar in­ 
vention of that facile inventor. C. O. 
Birneq. who during the last fifteen 
Years has proffered to 
the 
strap- 
hanging public numerous 
improve­ 
ments in street railway practice—has 
just recently been completed in the 
shops of the St. Louis Car Company. 
The new car, as radically different 
from 
the 
standard car 
which is 
now known to the public as would 
be the helicopter were it suddenly 
offered 
111 a perfected state to the 
airplane industry, has been taken to 
Cleveland, according to officials of 
the Westinghouse Electric and M an­ 
ufacturing Company here, where for 
the first time, it has been revealed to 
the public at the American Electric 
Railway Association Convention be­ 
ing held there. 
The radical differences pointed out 
by ofiicials of the electric company 
are: the “New Birney” car has the 
ability to accelerate from a stand­ 
ing start to 20 miles per hour in five 
seconds; live rubber separating the 
steel flanges from the core of the 
wheels to absorb vibration and re­ 
duce noise; rubber insulation 
at the 
points of contact between car body 
^nd driving units; drive carried from 
the motor through a propeller shaft, 
universal 
joint 
and 
differential to 
each pair o! wheels; and a weight less 
than half of that of the ordinary type 
of street car. 
Because of its comparatively light 
weight, claver balance 
and ’ roller 
bearings on the axles, it has been 
demonstrated that a man of ordin­ 


ary strength can push the car along 
a level track. 
Within this new car. which accord­ 
ing to the specimen which was taken 
to the Cleveland convention can seat 
39 passengers, there is an air of lux­ 
ury that is to be found on the sty­ 
lishly equipped Pullman cars. 
All 
wood is mahogany finished. 
Sheet 
rubber, with mosaic pattern covers 
the floor and all seats in the car are 
of the deep spring design, covered 
with hand-buffed hyaline leather. 
The car is the one-man type and 
has full safety equipment. 
The mo- 
torman must have either his foot 0» 
his hand on the controls of the ear 
while it is in motion or it is auto­ 
matically stopped 
This latest masterpiece of the in­ 
ventor Birney. it is predicted will have 
a revolutionary effect upon the street 
car industry. 
It is said that he has 
solved many of the major problems 
confronting those now operating elec­ 
tric railways. 
Both the driving mechanism and 
the design of the street car have un ­ 
dergone radical changes in Birneys 
masterpiece. It is completely stream ­ 
lined. front and back. The car step- 
which are operated on a treadle con­ 
trol for opening and closing—are only 
13 inches from the street level, giv­ 
ing a low hung 
body 
appearance 
which necessitates 
wheel 
housings 
within the car. 
These, however, arc 
cleverly concealed under the seats. 
The eighteen windows m the car 
are shatter-proof and a visor, some­ 
thing similar to tlie type used on 
automotive sedan bodies, cover the 
front and back of the car to keep 
out the sun glare.

“There are approximately 5.000 pro­ 
hibition agents compared with 300 
narcotic agents. The g o v e rn m e n t has 
appropriated $20.000.000 for prohibi­ 
tion enforcement against 
$1.000.000 
t for halting the drug traffic. 
C hildren Lured 
“Meanwhile American children are 
being lured into addiction, the scan- 
• dai of narcotic 
indulgence 
among 
young college boys is being suppress­ 
ed because of the shame that public­ 
ity would inflict on reputable colleges, 
and our young women are being ex­ 
ploited in a new form of white slav­ 
ery. which begins and ends with the 
power of opium. 
The record of 500 suicides in one 
year among American youth was cited 
by Miss Mulhall. 
She said that 214 
were boys averaging only 16 years of 
age and 293 girls averaging 15 years 
of age. She said that the proportion 
■of drug addicts among this grim pro­ 
cession could not be accurately dis­ 
covered. 
Miss Mulhall told of how school 
children were slyly taught the use of

Drug addiction is also on the in­ 
crease in ‘society," said Miss Mul­ 
hall. 
“The wealthy or intellectual addict
